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RITISH Columbians will welcome the 

assurance of Prime Minister St. Laur- 

ent that Parliament will be asked to 
grant. $1,200,000 towards the cost of ex- 
tending the Pacific Great. Eastern Railway 
to Prince George, but are apt to hope that 
the assistance from the Dominion will not 
stop there.

That he‘is_returning home with 
some definite assurance of help, even at 


the nominal rate of $15,000 a mile, will be 
encouraging to him-and to his Cabinet col- 
leagues, There remains to be settled the 
matter of the lumber assembly wharf at 
Squamish, with which the Dominion has 
been asked to help. 

Even with this assistance, British Co- 
lumbia has a stiff task ahead of it to carry 
the P.G.E rth from Quesnel to Prince 
George, where it would link with the C.N.R.; 
and to élosé the 40-mile gap between the 
head of Howe Sound and Vancouver. The 
original estimate of $10,000,000 for these 
two links was probably optimistic, as the 
first tenders called on actual rail construc- 
tion appear to-indicate. When Parliament 
comes to study the case, the wisdom of 
bettering Canada's rail and other links with 
the Northwest should be given due weight. 
Not British Columbia alone but also al!

Cost of Living Continues to Rise 


index announced 

this week from Ottawa has dispelled 

hopes held earlier that some approach 
to stability in Canadian prices and the 
economy of the country generally would be 
Made this year. Far from leveling out, the 
graph turned sharply upward once again, 
to show the largest increase 
months and place the consolidated cost 
index at the highest point it has

With the announcement -of the new 
index came glib references by the Bureau 
of Statistics to “normal" seasonal advances 
in food prices. Since when has it been 
normal for food prices to rise by almost 
four and a half points in the flush of early 
Summer?

It is food prices that hurt most, account- 
ing for 31 per cent of the total index. The 
food sub-index now stands at 207.2, which 
means that it takes more than a dollar to 
put on-the table food that fifty cents would 
buy before the war. The public had been 
forewarned to expect an increase in the 
rent index, but it looks as if the rise in the 
food graph took evén the statisticians by 
surprise, and it is only since completion of 
the June index that there has been this 
talk about “normal” increases. 

The consolidated. index is something 
more than a line on a chart showing how 
much more it costs to live now than in 
1939. It has become a basic factor in wage 
negotiations, and the disturbing aspect of 
this latest increase is that it may retard 
still further the hoped-for achievement of 
stability in wage levels 


Tito’s Nationalism Threat to Stalinism 


HILE Marsha! Tito’s current quarrel 
with incline him

point of things, it presents an intriguing, 
perhaps even comforting, aspect. The chief 
menace that Communism holds for the 
world derives from its centralized direction, 
which makes the pattern all of a piece, as 
the recent Canadian Seamen's Union strike 
amply made manifest Anything that 
might impair the homogeneity of Soviet- 
Inspired philosophy might be considered as 
a hopeful augury 
Yugoslavia is in disfavor with Moscow 
because she has in some respects at least 
evolved a brand of Communism of her own, 
geared to the national desires of Marshal 
Tito, As a world movement Communism 
would lose much of its force were satellites 
to rewrite the Communist handbook to suit 
their own needs. The more successfully

Yugoslavia manages to, free herself from 
Stalinism, the more some other of the Bal- 
kan Communist states might be tempted 
to follow her example. This, naturally, 
does not suit the Moscow book-at all, hence 
the threats that induce Tito to warn his 
troops against possible Russian attack 

Marshal Tito's break with Moscow repre- 
sents of course a main split in the Comin- 
form, and conceivably it could imply 
grandiose notions on his part as a world 
Communist leader rivaling his mentor 
Stalin. Neither that nor his present in- 
transigence suggests that the Western 
world can hope to regard him with friendly 
eyes, but at least the more he quarrels with 
Moscow the better The emergence of 
national Communism in satellite countries 
at_the expense of world-wide Moscow con- 
trol could not but seriously weaken the 
common Communist front and thus benefit 
the Western cause
